JERUSALEM I Palestinian militants called 
off a tattered two-month-old truce on 
Thursday after an Israeli helicopter killed 
a senior Hamas political leader with a volley 
of missiles. Thousands of Hamas supporters 
marched in protest, vowing revenge. 

According to aides, Palestinian Prime 
Minister Mahmoud Abbas had drawn up 
lists of militants to be arrested, but scrapped 
the plans after the assassination. 

Israel said it could not wait any longer for 
the Palestinians to act after a Hamas bus 
bombing that killed 20 people, including six 
children, in Jerusalem on Tuesday. 

The target of the Israeli rocket attack 
Thursday was Ismail Abu Shanab, 53, aprom- 
inent Hamas spokesman and founder. 

In Beirut, the group said in a statement 
that “our response to this despicable crime 
will, God willing, be earthshaking.” 

The White House stopped short of say- 
ing the Israeli retaliation was justified, but 
stated the country has a right to defend itself

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Chief justice vows to 
take monument case 
to U.S. Supreme Court 

MONTGOMERY, ALA. | Alabama’s 
associate Supreme Court justices 
ordered the Ten Commandments 
monument removed from the rotun- 
da of the state judicial building 
Thursday, despite Chief Justice Roy 
Moore’s fiery defense of his 5,300- 
pound granite marker. 

The monument was still in the 
building’s rotunda early Thursday 
evening, and officials did not say 
when or where it would be moved. 


U.S. District Judge Myron 
Thompson, who had ruled the 
monument’s placement violated the 
Constitution’s ban on government 
promotion of a religious doctrine, 
has said it could be moved to a pri- 
vate place still within the building. 
He had threatened $5,000 -a-day 
fines if Moore left the monument 
in the public rotunda. 

The chief justice had appealed 
to the U.S. Supreme Court for an 
emergency stay of the removal order, 
but the court rejected it Wednesday. 
Moore said Thursday he would file 
a formal appeal with the high court 

soon. BOB JOHNSON (AP) 
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WASHINGTON | The Federal 
Communications Commission 
Thursday issued its long-awaited 
rules for telephone and Internet com- 
petition, giving states more authority 
to determine which phone companies 
operate within their borders. 

The FCC said, however, that 
the major regional companies who 
install high-speed fiber optic lines 
may keep them off-limits to rivals. 
The rules are the result of frac- 
tious 3-2 FCC votes in February. 
Chairman Michael Powell was on 
the losing end in the vote on phone 
competition, the first time he has 


been in the minority since taking 
over the five-member panel in 2001. 

Thursday’s 576 -page order is far 
from the final word on the subject; 
the rules are expected to be chal- 
lenged in court. 

The order gives states the right to 
require regional phone companies to 
lease elements of their networks, such 
as lines and central office switching 
capabilities, to competitors at whole- 
sale rates. To foster competition in 
residential service, companies such 
as AT&T and MCI enjoy low lease 
prices set by friendly state regulators.

SAN FRANCISCO | California’s con- 
gressional Democrats urged voters 
Thursday to oppose the recall but 
vote for Lt. Gov. Cruz Bustamante, 
underscoring their fears that a 
Republican could unseat Gov. Gray 
Davis in the Oct. 7 election. 

Davis, meanwhile, stepped up 
efforts to fight for his job, appearing 


with the state’s most popular 
Democrat, Sen. Dianne Feinstein. 

The move by California’s 33 
House Democrats reflects agrowing 
pessimism about Davis’s chances, 
with polls showing his popularity 
reaching an all-time low. 

Davis supporters had urged fel- 
low Democrats to stay off the bal- 
lot. Once his lieutenant governor 
decided to run, Davis still hoped to 
keep Democrats united against the 
recall without backing Bustamante.

Congressmen 
Lobby to Double 
Terms in Office 


WASHINGTON | Two House lawmak- 
ers, frustrated by a system in which 
their colleagues go directly from elec- 
tion victories to raising cash for a 
new campaign, are proposing that 
terms of office in the House be dou- 
bled to four years. 

Such a change would require a 
constitutional amendment, which 
Reps. Charles Stenholm (D -Texas) 
and Roscoe Bartlett (R-Md.) 
acknowledge would be difficult. 

Stenholm attributed the cur- 
rent political gridlock to lawmakers 
spending time raising money instead 
of doing their legislative duties. 

The two would amend Article 
I, Section 2, of the Constitution to 
create a 10 -year election cycle. The 
first election of a decade, coincid- 
ing with the census and the ensu- 
ing reapportionment, would be for a 
two-year stint. The next two would 
be for four-year terms, jim abrams (ap) 


$80 Million Deal in Navy Supply Case 


WASHINGTOnI Northrop Grumman 
Corp. agreed to pay $ 80 million to 
settle separate allegations of over- 
billing the government and selling 
defective equipment to the Navy, the 
Justice Department announced. 

The government had sued 
Newport News Shipbuilding — 
the country’s largest shipyard and 


a Northrop Grumman subsidiary 
— in February for allegedly violat- 
ing the False Claims Act by know- 
ingly overcharging the govern- 
ment by $72 million on contracts 
in the 1990s. 

The shipbuilder will pay $60 
million as part of the settlement, the 
government said late Wednesday. 


Northrop Grumman, which 
denied wrongdoing in both cases, 
also will pay $20 million to set- 
tle charges that it sold the Navy 
unmanned aerial vehicles, known as 
Target drones, with defective parts. 
Some of those drones experienced 
major failures during Navy opera- 
tions, the government said, (ap)

BAGHDAD I More bodies were pulled 
from the rubble of the bombed U.N. 
headquarters on Thursday, and the 
United Nations announced plans 
to withdraw one -third of its staff. 
Separately, the U.S. military said 
it had captured one of Saddam 
Hussein’s top generals, Ali Hassan 
al-Majid — nicknamed “Chemical 
Ali” for carrying out poisonous gas 
attacks on Iraqi Kurds. 

As the United Nations tried to 
recover its footing in Iraq after the 
bombing, which killed at least 23 
people, the United States was mak- 
ing a new push for a U.N. resolution 


calling on nations to send troops to 
help American forces in Iraq. 

But Secretary of State Colin 
Powell, who met with U.N. 
Secretary- General Kofi Annan, 
underlined that Washington would 
not surrender any control in Iraq to 
the United Nations — a step dip- 
lomats say is necessary to build a 
robust international force. 

A U.S. soldier was killed and 
two wounded by an improvised 
explosive in Baghdad, the Army 
announced Thursday, providing 
no further details. Also, Maj. Gen. 
Ray Odierno, commander of the 4th 
Infantry Division, said Thursday 
that soldiers looking for Saddam

BUENOS AIRES I Argentina’s Senate 
voted overwhelmingly early 
Thursday to scrap a pair of amnesty 
laws dating to the 1980s that had 
ended trials for human rights abus- 
es committed during the country’s 
military dictatorship. 

The senators voted 43-7 with 
one abstention and 21 lawmakers 
absent to support the proposal, 
which was passed last week by the 
lower House of Congress. 

The final congressional approval 
marked a victory for human rights 
groups pressing for a national re- 
examination of the 1976-83 dic- 
tatorship and highlighted a new 
political will by Argentines under 
new President Nestor Kirchner to 
probe human rights abuses during 
the so-called Dirty War era. 

While the Senate vote gave final 
legislative approval to scrapping the 
laws, observers said the Supreme 
Court will likely have the final deci- 
sion on the laws. Supporters of the 
laws are expected to appeal to the 
justice system, (ap)

City Struggles to Cope With Crime 


Gangs, arson have 
D.C. residents wary 
about future violence 

WASHINGTON I The long, hot sum- 
mer is growing more uncomfort- 
able for District residents because 
of a rise in violence, an increasing 
threat from street gangs and an 
unsolved serial arson case. 

Some of the crimes have been 
brazen, others especially tragic. 

Last week, five women and three 
men, ages 17 to 24, were shot out- 
side a nightclub where police already 
had increased patrols. Last month, 
a city employee, 60 -year- old Shirley 
Pugh, was driving home when she 
was struck and killed by a stolen 
vehicle.

FI LM I “Step Into Liquid” is the way 
one surfer describes that moment 
when your feet leave shore for the 
clear, blue waves and an adventure 
that only a surfboard and a big 
reserve of courage can provide. 

Directed and narrated by Dana 
Brown, this documentary presents 


surfing as almost a religion. At some 
moments, you can’t help wanting 
to convert to this faith whose most 
ardent disciples scour the world in 
pursuit of “the stoke.” 

Sometimes the chatter becomes 
so worshipful that you have to step 
back and remind yourself that this is 
just a water sport. And it’s hard for 
most earthlings to relate to bronzed, 
buff surfing gods with names like 
Laird and Taj and Brad, who use 
words like “gimongous.” 


But that’s nitpicking. “Step Into 
Liquid” is 88 minutes of watching 
people do something difficult, occa- 
sionally quite reckless, and unques- 
tionably beautiful. 

We go to Tahiti to see the hottest 
women surfers, to western Australia 
to look at young Taj Burrow, to the 
north shore of Oahu, Hawaii, to 


Costa Rica, to Easter Island. 

And then there’s Sheboygan, 
Wisconsin, where some less-than- 
buff locals surf in Lake Michigan, 
explaining, “The stoke is a global 
thing.” 

These quirky scenes are the 
most fun. There’s another hilari- 
ous sequence that shows just how 
far some people will go to get that 
stoke: to Galveston, Texas, where 
determined surfers ride the wakes 
of supertankers. 

With all this glory, one might for- 
get that surfing can be supremely 
dangerous. The film wisely includes 
a scene of a paralyzed young man 

— who broke his neck while surfing 

— attempting a return to the water 
by surfing on his stomach, aided by 
friends. The smile on his face shows 
his heart — and it’s gimon- 
gous.

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A comic-book 
pessimist gets some 
big-screen therapy 

FILM I The sweet-and-sour indepen- 
dent movie “American Splendor” 
traces the tough, low-rent times of 
one Harvey Pekar — file clerk, jazz 
aficionado, curmudgeon supreme. 

For the past three decades, the 
Cleveland native and various illus- 
trators have collaborated on a mor- 
dantly amusing comic. No comic- 
book superman, Pekar cast himself 
as a deeply ordinary man facing 
down the horror of everyday life. 

With Shari Springer Berman and 
Robert Pulcini’s biographical movie 
about Pekar, the writer’s lumpen pro- 
jection takes on new shapes — a cou- 
ple of animated Harveys and the man 
himself talking about whether the 
movie’s got him right (yes and no). 

Last, there’s the fictional, live- 
action character played with lyrical 
desperation by Paul Giamatti. It’s 
no surprise that only the real Pekar 


comes close to the comic’s raw, spiky 
complexity, but Giamatti ’s perfor- 
mance almost makes up for what 
has been lost in translation. 

Berman and Pulcini mix the 
gently fictionalized story with 
interviews, which are the best 
part of the film but occasionally 
gummed up by the filmmakers’ 
pseudo-Brechtian diddling, like 
breaking the fourth wall. 

“American Splendor” is about a 
cheap, ill-tempered schlub, but it’s 
also about how we cling to our indi- 
viduality as the world tries to smash 
us to pieces. Still, it’s easy to imagine 
that the filmmakers didn’t want to 
alienate us by letting Harvey’s mul- 
tiple personalities rip. So they give 
us one grumpy but fundamentally 
decent guy with a couple of cartoon 
personalities. 

Berman and Pulcini obvious- 
ly adore Pekar, but by not taking 
him on his own harsh terms, they 
blow the chance to dig as deep as 
the source, manohla dargis (los

ABSOLON RIDICULOUS 

ABSOLON (Sat, 9 p.m., SciFi) Imagine a 
world in the near future in which a deadly 
virus has wiped out five billion people, 
leaving the planet populated by really 
bad actors dressed like refugees from 
theVHI Fashion Awards. 

If you can stomach this scenar- 
io, then by all means don’t miss the 
creaky futuristic fantasy “Absolon,” 
starring Lou Diamond Phillips. 

Yes, the summer of 2003 has become 
a virtual festival of truly terrible Lou 
Diamond Phillips movies. Last week- 
end, the former Brat Packer appeared 
in the laughably contrived fake-shark 
movie “Red Water.” 

The title of “Absolon” refers to a mir- 
acle drug that must be taken every day 
to fend off the fatal plague. The mak- 
ers of the drug, including a shadowy 
Mr. Big figure played by Ron Perlman, 
make a tidy sum off their captive, crav- 
ing market. 

Christopher Lambert stars as detec- 
tive John Bassett, who investigates the 
murder of a scientist who was on the 
verge of inventing a natural cure for 


the disease. 

Phillips plays a corrupt cop hired by 
the drug giant to wipe out Bassett. He 
spends the movie in a black trench coat

“Reservoir Dogs”) and grimacing impo- 
tently every time Bassett gets away. 

Phillips has minimal dialogue in

Sinking Feeling 


PROJECT I Carl and Judy Schlosberg 
found themselves in a common pre- 
dicament: They had a sentimental 
piece of furniture, but no place for 
it in their condo. Then Carl looked 
at the old mahogany chest of draw- 
ers and thought: This could become 
a sink. 

The couple hired custom cabinet 
maker Max Borgese to execute the 
idea. It turned out to be a relative- 
ly simple project. In fact, Borgese 
says, someone with basic skills in 
carpentry and plumbing could turn 
an antique dresser into a sink cabi- 
net as a weekend project. 

Borgese removed the top and 
excavated the inside. He creat- 


ed an 8 -inch well for the sink by 
removing the bottoms and sides 
of adjacent drawers and building 
a new shelf deeper into the cavity. 
These small drawers were closed 
shut with removable interior brack- 
ets. The unaltered drawers below 
them have kept their usefulness; 
they hold guest hand towels. 

Borgese then cut holes in the 
cabinet’s back for a drain line and 
the water lines. Once the sink was 
dropped into place, a slab of black 
granite was flush mounted on top 
to make an even surface, and the 
finishing touch was added: a brass 
faucet with ebony lever handles.

Talking Trash

Teen’s video inspires 
viewers to embrace 
their inner goofball 

INTERNET | It was a moment of 
unadulterated silliness, the kind of 
thing anyone might do with no one 
watching: A teen from Quebec vid- 
eotaped himself pretending to wield 
a light saber a la “Star Wars.” 

But that private moment went 
public, very public, when class- 
mates at his high school found the 
tape in a cabinet and uploaded it 
onto an Internet file -sharing site 
this past spring. 

Now Ghyslain Raza is known far 
and wide as the “Star Wars Kid,” 
with a fan base that only seems to be 
growing — even though he doesn’t 
want the attention. 

The video shows the slightly 
portly teen awkwardly twirling a 
golf ball retriever like “Star Wars” 
bad guy Darth Maul, and has been 
downloaded hundreds of thousands 
of times. 

Web sites have been dedicated to 
the youth. Supporters have raised 
money for him. And several techies 
have created their own “clone” ver- 
sions of the video, adding sound and 
visual effects or placing his image in 
any number of backdrops — from 
“The Hulk” to “The Matrix.” 

Many teens who post their imag- 
es on the Web would probably be 
thrilled to get this kind of attention. 
But Ghyslain, who made the video 


while doing a school project when 
he was 15, has said he didn’t intend 
for it to be seen by his classmates, let 
alone people across the world. 

“I want my life back,” he said 
in an e-mail interview with 
the National Post newspaper, a 
Canadian daily. 

Claiming that their son has been 
humiliated, his parents are suing 
the parents of the teens who put 
the video on the Web. 

Some say the case may become 
a step toward setting privacy stan- 
dards on the Internet, which has 
been difficult terrain to police. But 
in the meantime, Web surfers are 
having a field day with Ghyslain’s 
image on a multitude of sites. 

Elizabeth Murphy, a production 
manager for a Web design company 
in New York, says she finds herself 
visiting one of the sites often.

“Contrary to popular belief, I 
think it is not the Jedi kid’s awk- 
wardness that keeps him in peo- 
ple’s hearts but his undeniable 
enthusiasm for what he is doing,” 
Murphy says. “While I feel bad for 


him because he hates his newfound 
popularity, I revisit the site anytime 
I am feeling down. It just cracks me 
up. I love this kid!” 

Experts say it’s no wonder the 
video has gained popularity. 

“It resonates because we all know 
what it is like to have moments like 
that,” says Patricia Leavy, a sociol- 
ogy professor at Stonehill College 
in Easton, Mass., who specializes 
in popular culture. 

“Personally, I sing and bop along 
to TV theme songs,” she adds. 
“Embarrassing, yes. But also a 
part of being human.” 

Ghyslain’s lawyer, Francois 
Vigeant, declined to comment, cit- 


ing an upcoming court hearing. He 
said the teen and his parents, who 
live in Trois -Rivieres, Quebec, also 
were declining interviews. 

Meanwhile, the teen’s supporters 
are working on his behalf. 

Andy Baio, a 26-year-old com- 
puter programmer from Santa 
Monica, Calif, helped lead a fund- 
raising campaign for Ghyslain — 
and claims to have purchased an 
iPod music player and gift certifi- 
cates for him. 

Others have started a petition to 
get him into the next “Star Wars” 
movie, which Lucasfrlm Ltd. is cur- 
rently filming in Australia. 

A spokeswoman at the 


California-based film company 
would not say whether George Lucas 
is considering the request. 

Regardless, many “Star Wars” 
fans hope Ghyslain will learn to 
enjoy his newfound fame. 

“I guess I can feel his pain 
because it’s so big,” says Joshua 
Griffin, editor ofTheForce.net, a 
Web site of “Star Wars” trivia and 
gossip. “But part of me thinks he 
should enjoy this. Drop the lawsuit 
and embrace this.” 

“I definitely want to respect 
the kid’s privacy. But ...” he says, 
starting to laugh, “It’s so funny. 
He’s the ‘Star Wars Kid’ in all of us.”

Crime Doesn’t Pay for ‘Family’ Television 


TELEVISION! Television’s most pop- 
ular program, “CSI: Crime Scene 
Investigation,” is also its least fam- 
ily-friendly, a TV watchdog group 
said Thursday. 

The Parents Television Council 
criticized the CBS drama for stories 
about cannibalism, S&M sex clubs 
and snuff films. 

What’s worse is that CBS occa- 


sionally reruns the show at the 8 
p.m. hour when more children are 
likely to be watching, said Melissa 
Caldwell, research director for the 
800,000 -member organization that 
monitors sex and violence on TV. 

As forensics investigators, the 
lead “CSI” characters might be 
expected to bear witness to some 
seedy situations. But Caldwell said. 


“There are ways you can deal with 
these issues without having to be 
as graphic.” 

CBS spokesman Chris Ender said 
that while the PTC’s goals are noble, 
“to put the label worst in front of 
‘CSr in any capacity is pretty ridic- 
ulous. Thankfully, 26 million view- 
ers a week don’t agree.” 

The organization saluted CBS’ 


“Touched By an Angel,” which ended 
its nine-year run last spring, as tele- 
vision’s best show. 

“Every episode emphasized the 
power of goodness over evil, the 
need to strengthen familial rela- 
tionships, the importance of indi- 
vidual responsibility and an encour- 
agement to maintain faith in God,” 
the PTC said, (ap)
